Hope and Four 


As the rescue crews pressed within 


a few hundred feet of the psot where 
the men were believed caught behind 
twisted timbers and tons of slate, rock 
and coal, G. J. Stollins, general man- 
ngcr of the company, said: 


'We're /hopeful that possibly 50 or 


CO can bo found alive." 


But veteran miners—who have wit- 


nessed many of these disasters—feared 
iill-or.most of the-won--had perished^ 


"It looks bud, "said Curl J. Dickc- 


son, one of the rescue workers, on a 
trip from the shaft. 


The blast centered about a mile and 


a quarter back in a corridor that 
leads from the main shaft, which is 
perpendicular. Cause of the explosion 
has not' been determined. 


Shifts Every 110 Minutes 


Scores of miners and relatives of 


the entombed men gathere near the 
shaft opening and stood in a cold 
drizzle, watching gloomily as the eight 
rescue crews changed shifts every 30 
minutes.

"Riiynel's Water Follies," which 


is opening its engagement at the 
Sacngcr Theater, arrived FriUay morn- 
ing in a caravan equipped with the 
latest regulation motion picture sound 
equipment. 


The company stage crew has worked 


continously since eight o'clock Fri- 
day morning setting up a six thousand 
gallon portable swimming pool. This 
portable pool is a metal tank twelve 
feet in diameter and six and one- 
half feet high. 


The swimming pool is lined with 


heavy canvas to hold the vast amount 
of water. The tremendous tank is so 
constructed that each section can ra- 
pidly be assembled. It is estimated that 
it will takic three hours to fill the 
swimming pool conveying water from 
a two inch pipe line from the stage 
of the Saenger. 


The diving platforms and swim- 


ming pool will remain permanently 
on the stage throughout the engage- 
ment.

Arkansas supreme court was asked 
Thursday to decide whether the stale 
oil and gas commission has author- 
ity to stop production in the slalc's 
regulated oil fields during emergency 
periods. 


The Lion 
Oil Refining company 


of El Dorado appealed to Ihe tribu- 
nal from a Union chancery court rul- 
ing denying H an injunction against 
the commission's shutdown order of 
last August under which production 
in Arkansas' controlled fields was sus- 
pended for several days during a mid- 
continent oil controversy. 


The Lion charged the commission's 


shutdown order was not for the pur- 
pose cf preventing waslc bul 'for Ihe 
unlawful purpose of attempting to af- 
fect the price of crude oil produced 
in the stale." 


The chancery court, after denying 


the Lion's injunction petition, grant- 
ed the oil and gas commission an or- 
der restraining the oil company from 
violating the shutdown order. Gov- 
ernor Carl E. Bailey had ordered out 
state police to enforce the shut-down 
in the Shuler field of Union county. 


The commission's order said the 


shutdown as "in the interest of con- 
servation and prevention of waste" 
and that during the period of non- 
pruduction a "complete investigation of 
physical conditions in the regulated 
fields would be made through tests."

MALVERN, Ark. — (/P) —The crush- 


ed body of Miss Bcula Byrlcy, about 
21, of Malvern was found on the high- 
way one mile south of here Thurs- 
day night. 


Prosecutor W. H. Glover 'Started 


an investigation of her death, as- 
serting that he was not convinced 
that the young woman was a victim of 
a hit and run driver. 


The prosecutor said she was found 


by a passing motorist only a few min- 
utes after she had been see at a dance 
hall nearby. He said the condition 
of her body did not indicate that she 
had been struck by a motor ve- 
hicle. 


Juvenile delinquency and the nat- 


ion's, enormous crime toll was the 
topic of an address delivered Thurs- 
day ; afternoon by Dr. A. C. Kolb 
of Hope before the Parent-Teacher 
Association at the high school build- 
ing. 


He quoted city authorities as say- 


ing that juvenile delinquency in Hope 
was serious enough that "we shoult 
begin 'to think about doing some- 
thing in regard to it." 
He called upon the parents and teach- 
ers-to educate against crime and ad- 
vocated the teaching of morals in 
the public school system. He pointec 
out that such school systems as Den- 
ver, Colo., Louisville, Ky., Cleveland, 
Ohio, ,and some others are consider- 
ing this question at this time. 


Launching into his address, Dr. 


Kolb Classified crime, giving its de- 
finition; the^pausei ,pf crime, the pre- 
ventipr&tpf., c^ime^nd^h 
to the public in general. 


Dr. Kolbjs Address 


"Juvenile delinquency is crime com- 


mitted by youth. It is an unlawful act 
committed against the person or pro-r 
perty of a citizen or of the state 
itself, and punishable by the courts of 
proper jurisdiction. 


"Crime is either major or minor 


in i character. It is also classified as 
felony or misdemeanor. 


"In 1935 there were 12,000 murders 


committed in the United States. 


"There are approximately 3,500,000 


persons actively engaged in crime 
in this country of which 20 per cent 
cf that number, or 700,000, arc boys and 
girls under the age of 20. 


"There are more than 1,500,000 fel- 


onies committed each year. The maj- 
ority of first offenders arc between 
the ages of 14 and 13. 


"About 24 per cent of all persons 


committed to penitentiaries are under 
the age of 21 years. Only this week 
I talked to our city attorney and our 
deputy prosecuting attorney and they 
both told me that the problem of juve- 
nile delinquency in our city was ser- 
ious enough that we should begin 
to think about doing something in 
regard to it. 


Cost of Crime 


"Our total annual crime bill is 


estimated to be more than 15 bil- 
lions of dollars. It is difficult to esti- 
mate it with the loss of properly, its 
grief and misery—to say nothing of 
the enormous cost of police work 
courts and the cost of feeding and 
clothing prisoners." 


Touching on the causes of crime, 


Dr. Kolb pointed to poverty, degener- 
acy, parental neglect and the general 
public attitude toward law enforce- 
ment and moral issues. 


Refcring to parental neglect, he men- 


tioned gambling, drinking, minor law 
violations committed by parents be- 
for the- eyes of their children. 


He mentioned incompatibility be- 


tween parents such as quarrels; en- 
trusting the care of children to ser- 
vants while parents attend scoial af- 
fairs away from home. 


He said that non-enforcement of 


family rules and regulations often 
caused the child to rebel at parental 
authority—and if it does not learn to 
obey and respect home authority it 


LITTLE ROCK —(/P)— A govern- 


ment witness in the Norman Baker

Baker hospital was being operated 
at the time at Muscatine, Iowa. 


"Did Baker say anything to you 


about what he would get out of the 
suckers of America?" asked District 
Attorney Sam Rorex.

he would make a million out of it,' 
the • Witness replied.

to move the tongue quickly and 
snappily; those who are dull are 
likely to have sluggish tongue move- 
ments.

dition will put the tongue out just 
a little and'leave it out until they 
are told to pull it back. 


In paralysis that affects- only one side 


cf the tongue, muscles on the healthy 
side will push the tongue out and 
over to the paralyzed side.
